THE GOVERNOR HOLDS A COURT AND 
HAS AN ARGUMENT BEFORE HIM. 


The argument in the case of Sprague, con­ 
victed of the murder of T. Wallace More, 
on application for Sprague’s pardon, com­ 
menced before Governor 1’erkins at 1:20 F. M. 
yesterday. There was an attendance fully 
equal to the capacity of the Governor’s 
chambers. 
For the petitioner appeared 
Creed Haymond, W. A. Cheney, J. H. Me- 
Kune and District Attorney Brooks, of Ven­ 
tura. For the People appeared Attorney- 
General Hart, George A. Blanchard, W. T. 
Williams, T. B. Bishop and J. T. Kichards. 
In addition wers present several prominent 
lawyers and detective officers, journalists, 
citizens of Sacramento and from abroad, and 
others. 
The Governor stated the application, the 
notice given by each side of the desire to be 
heard, and his willinraess to hear them. 
CREED HAYMOND, 
Having the affirmative, opened the case, and, 
from the time he began, such a rapid and 
brilliant exhibition of fencing between counsel 
took place as has seldom been witnessed. 
I 'our.se! on both sides seemed to be iuspired 
with the most intense nervous interest and an 
energy arising almost to passion at times, 
soon creating an atmosphere of painful inter­ 
est, the magnetism of which was felt by all 
present, and awakened a degree of atten­ 
tion that was a strain upon every mind, 
and brought every intelligence into the most 
active exercise of its reasoning powers. All 
felt that a life was at stake, that it was an 
unusual and novel, and in one sense, awful 
proceeding. 
It was the first Governor’s 
Court of which any of those present had ever 
had experience, and probably no Executive 
ever had before it such a pecnliar proceeding. 
Governor Perkins was evidently painfully 
impressed with the situation and the 
novel position he found himself in, sitting 
in a quasi-judicial capacity, and forced 
by couneel to make a Berai-review of proceed­ 
ings had in solemn courts of trial and appeal. 
The Governor manifested throughout a 
thorough appreciation of the great respon­ 
sibility resting upon him and the deep 
solemnity of the proceeding, and by his man­ 
ner of presiding gave evidence of his de­ 
sire for a perfectly 
impartial 
hear­ 
ing and a conscientious discharge of 
duty by all the parties before him. 
The argument continued with the greatest 
vigor four hours and a half without any pause 
or intermission, and every attorney in the 
case took a hand in it. In great part it was 
a constant cross-fire of question, answer, as­ 
sertion, denial, invective and challenge, in­ 
volving fact, personal veracity, statements of 
law, evidence, precedent, good faitii, etc. Of 
such an argument, impregnated by so much 
of the fever of excitement and the earnest­ 
ness of deep feeling, but a faint idea could be 
given by either synoptical or full report. To 
the presentation and characterization of the 
more material points, therefore, this report 
has been confined, as ihe best method of in­ 
forming the general reader. 
Mr. Haymond, in opening, called the Gov­ 
ernor to hear him witness that he had not 
made any personal appeal to him, or ap­ 
proached him with argument or persuasion, to 
pardon Sprague. He believed with Judge 
Temple that the Bxecutive in cases like this 
sits as a Chancellor. Much had been pub­ 
lished by the press about the case, but very 
little of it was for the defendant. All the 
efforts of counsel for defendant had 
been to secure him a new trial. If he was 
entitled to it, and the time for it had gone by, 
then he ought to be pardoned. Bat to cut all 
questions of doubt out of the case, believing 
as he did in the man’s innocence, he had 
A PROPOSITION 
To make, which he submitted in writing as 
follows: 
The Attorney-General, in an interview between 
a reporter of tho Record-Union snd himself, having 
expressed his belief that the attorneys for the de­ 
fendant had avoided a new trial because they be­ 
lieved it would result in a conviction, now conics 
the attorney for the defendant, and plighting his 
faith as an attorney that he used all means within 
his power to procure a new trial in the full belief 
that it would result in the acquittal of the defend­ 
ant, as a earnest of that faith makes to the people of 
the State these propositions: 
1. The Attorney-General and defendant's attorney 
will agree that the Supreme Court shall recall the 
remittitur issued in the Sprague case. (This being 
in accordance with v.hat the Attorney General in 
the Supreme Court stated had been done in the Nor- 
cross case). 
2. That a hill of exceptions on the merits shall he 
settled by any Judge of the Supreme Court whom 
the Attorney-Qeneral may select. 
3. Thai the case he heard on its merits by the Su­ 
preme Court, and if that Court by its judgment de­ 
termines that Sprague had in the Court below a fair 
trial, and affirms the judgment, then the defendant 
will waive all claim to Executive clemency and suffer 
execution. 
4. That if the Supreme Court determines that the 
defendant did not have a trial in accordance with 
law and reverses the judgment, the defendant will 
agree to a change of venue and the case mav be 
tried in any county in this State which the Attor­ 
ney-General may select, and before any Judge whom 
the Governor may designate. 
If the forcgoiug propositions are rejected, then 
the defendant will agree that the reporter’s notes of 
the trial and the rulings of the Judge and instruc­ 
tions may be submitted to any Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court or any impartial lawyer in the State, 
to be selected by the Governor, and that if such 
Justice or lawyer docs not determine that under the 
decisions of our Supreme Court and the law the 
judgment must be vacated and was unauthorized, 
then the defendant will waive all claim to Executive 
clemeucy; otherwise to have a pardon or a new tna'. 
THE REPLY. 
Attorney-General Hart instantly arose and 
with much feeling expressed his great surpii-e 
at the proposition. He was astonished that 
anjr counsel should seek to place the law 
officer of the State in such a position—one 
calculated to embarass him in the public eye 
and prejudice him in the public mind. Coun­ 
sel understood the law well, and ought not to 
have made such a proposition. Sir. Hay­ 
mond well knew an Attorney-General could 
not even seem to consent to such a remark­ 
able and unheard-of offer. He could not con­ 
sent to the withdrawal of the remittitur, and 
Mr. Hsymond well knew it. The Attorney- 
General is powerless to do anything of the 
kind, and even if he should, it would have no 
earthly effect except to make him the laugh­ 
ing stock of the whole land. If his consent 
could do it, he might consent to Sprague hav­ 
ing a new trial. 
Mr. Haymond—We will accept the con­ 
sent.Mr. Hart—The counsel well knew that no 
such consent could be given under the oath 
and bond of the officer and under the Con­ 
stitution and the laws. The Supreme Court had 
in the presence of Mr. Haymond and himself 
plainly told them that the Attorney-General 
had no power to consent to the withdrawal 
of the remittitur. That is a question solely 
within judicial authority in all criminal cases. 
The proposition placed the Attorney-General 
in a false position, and every lawyer above 
the grade of a pettifogger knew it. Suppose, 
however, that the Attorney-General had such 
power, what would be the result—why a plea 
in bar of a former conviction ? Every school­ 
boy knows a man cannot be twice placed in 
jeopardy, and no one can by consent in a 
criminal caso remove the bar of a former con­ 
viction ; therefore such a consent, if effective, 
would be so to work nothing but the dis­ 
charge of the prisoner, and thus what the 
Exer utive is asked to do would he transferred 
to the shoulders of the Attorney-General. 
The proposition was not such a one as should 
have been at all—a proposition to do any­ 
thing the Constitution, the laws and good 
morals inhibit. 
He was present to ascertain if in the judg­ 
ment of the Governor the defendant is on the 
evidence guilty or innocent of the crime with 
which he is charged. If counsel could fairly 
and reasonably show Sprague innocent, he 
would instantly join in the application for his 
pardon. But this attempt to create popular 
sentiment against the judicial armof the Gov­ 
ernment be must and would denounce, a sen­ 
timent which should not be allowed to try 
criminals. In some quarters and by some 
papers his sincerity had been questioned in 
this case. He cared not; he knew his duty, 
and his conscience should not reproach him 
with neglect of or a retreat from that duty. 
His duty was to the people, and he proposed 
to do it, fearless of the consequences. He 
read an opinion of U._ S. Attorney-Gen­ 
eral NVirt to show that in a case of piracy, 
where the parties had waived a right they 
clearly had, and that went to the jurisdic­ 
tion, and the case was tried and a con 
viction had, and affirmation on appeal, 
that it was not the province of the 
President to interfere and stay the execution 
of the law. The pardoning power does not 
imply the power in the Executive or the Attor­ 
ney-General to grant by any proceeding, of 
consent or otherwise, a new trial or a reinves­ 
tigation of the facts. The means of obtain­ 
ing 
A NEW TRIAL 
Are prescribed clearly by the law, and 
through certain methods only cm it be ob­ 
tained. He begged counsel to cite any law 
or]authority, any reason nr argument, for do­ 
ing what was asked of him. They could not 
be given, and counsel well knew it. The 


proposition had been made, he inclined to be­ 
lieve, purposely to place him in a false posi­ 
tion. He declined~to entertain it. 
Mr. Haymond protested that he had not 
attacked the motives of Mr. llart, nor 
was he to be drawn from his view of the case 
by any such charges. He owned no news- 
g 
"apere, and so could not have attacked Mr. 
art, hut the latter now consented to sign a 
stipulation for a new trial. 
Mr. Hart—Show me any authority for it. 
Haymond—I take your consent. 
Hart—Did not the Supreme Court say to 
us such a thing could not be ? 
Haymond—Yes. 
Hart—Did you ever know of a convict who 
wouldn't consent to have a judgment set 
aside ? 
Haymond—No. 
Bishop—Did you ever know an Attorney- 
General to do it ? 
Haymond—No. 
I can show plenty of 
cases here and in other States that the People 
can consent to a new trial. I know some 
law, I think, blit hare no desire to show it 
off. All I ask is, let the Supreme Court de­ 
termine if there can be consent given to the 
withdrawal of a remittitur. That is all we 
ask now. 
Governor Perkins—Didn’t the Supreme 
Court decide it had no power to withdraw 
the remittitur ? 
Haymond—Y es; but consent was not 
mentioned. All he asked was to let the 
point go to the Supreme Court, and if it held 
adverse to him he'd pledge himself not to 
again apply to the Bxecutive for clemeucy, 
and he’d bind his client likewise. 
THE GOVERNOR'S VIEWS. 
Governor Perkins here said that his view 
wa» that » party may be examined, bound 
over, tried, convicted, and go up on appeal 
and a new trial be ordered, and in all the 
proceedings eTery Court and officer would 
have individual responsibilities, not divisible. 
When the case comes to the Executive on a 
petition for a pardon the Executive has an 
individual responsibility. He can’t evade it 
nor divide it with the Attorney-General or 
any one else. In a proper case the Executive 
should interfere, and it perjures itself if it 
does not, when convinced a man has not had 
a fair trial, or has been the victim of preju­ 
dice or bias, or if new evidence comes to 
light which if known and produced at the 
trial would have changed the complexion of, 
the case and work the man's acquittal, or if 
any of the witnesses on whose testimony his 
conviction depended are impeached by new 
testimony. He had a deep and serious con­ 
viction of the responsibility on him. It all 
rested on him, and he could net if he would 
divide it with any one. He wished counsel 
to avoid technicalities ; they had desired to 
be heard, and he wanted them to abide by 
the evidence and show up, if it be so. any de­ 
velopments that did not go to the jury that 
if presented originally would probably have 
prevented a conviction. 
Mr. Hart said if such evidence could be 
brought forward he would admit that Sprague 
ought not to be executed. 
THE CASE OPENING. 
Mr. Haymond then addressed himself to 
the question of the scope of the pardoning 
power, claiming for it the widest field, and 
citing the freedom with which it was exer­ 
cised in England prior to the time when new 
trials begun to be granted. He then began 
to read from a letter written by Judge Hines 
recently to Miss Hattie Sprague, in which 
the writer states his belief of the innocence of 
Sprague, and says that the people of Ventura 
have changed position on the cas? because of 
the recantation of Jones, the explosion of 
Brown’s testimony in the Curlee case, the be­ 
lief that Hickereon was purchased, that hired 
emissaries of the More brothers worked up 
the case against Sprague by fraud and cor­ 
ruption. During the reading of the letter a 
hot debate occurred between Messrs. Hay­ 
mond, Williams and Brooks as to Judge 
Hines, his poeMnn as to the case, the facts as 
to the real sentiments of the people of Ven­ 
tura county, and the question of the bias of 
Judge Fawcett, who tned Sprague, and 
whom 
Mr. 
Haymond 
charged 
with 
being bitterly hostile to the prisoner. 
It was by the act of Judge Fawcett that the 
case of Sprague was never heard before the 
Supreme Court m i its merits, and that right 
was as precious as the trial by jtuy, and of 
that right he had been deprived by the unac­ 
countable rascality of Judge Fawcett. If 
be was deprived of that substantial right, 
then the Executive ought to interfere as 
much as if deprived of a jury trial. He 
proposed to introduce testimony of witnesses, 
not in the tsprague trial, but in the trials of 
other defendants now discharged and free. 
EVIDENCE. 
He offered in evidence records of the case 
and on appeal in the Sprague cases. 
Governor Perkins raid he had before him 
a transcript of the case as certified to by the 
acting District Attorney, as required by law 
to be sent up to the Governor in capital cases. 
Mr. Haymond said that it was not a cor­ 
rect one, and thereupon a lengthened discus­ 
sion ensued, in which Mr. Haymond said he 
proposed directly to attack the certified 
transcript and to contradict the certificate of 
Judge Fawcett. He wanted to use the re­ 
porter’s notes of the trial in the hearing, and 
thereupon a discussion arose as to the qualifi­ 
cations and whereabouts of that reporter, 
anil Mr. Williams openly attacked the notes 
as incorrect and not reliable. 
Mr. Haymond pointed out instances which 
he declared showed the falsity and prejudice 
of Judge Fawcett’s statements of the evi­ 
dence, as for instance, concerning the testi­ 
mony of Juan Oüvas, Judge Fawcett’s docu­ 
ment says “ Juan Olivas was then examined, 
but cot ling new was elicited,” when in fact 
Olivas’ examination was, as the reporter’s 
notes disclose, long and important. 
Mr. Williams—We don’t propose to allow 
Judge Fawcett, now dead, to be attacked and 
libeled by a reporter’s notes. 
Mr. Raymond—I don’t propose to hear 
such threats. 
Mr. Williams—But I propose to make them. 
Judge Fawcett told me more than once that 
the reporter’s notes were incorrect. The 
Judge took his own notes. 
Mr. Haymond — Why, here Fawcett in 
places leaves out the whole of the cross-exam­ 
ination, and then again puts in all the cross, 
and omits bodily the examination in chief. 
Mr. Hart did not object to the reporter’s 
notes going in, but didobject to their being used 
to impeach the certified transcript of Judge 
Fawcett, which the law required him to 
make and came under all the solemnity of 
the judicial oath. 
Tne Governor said he’d often thought that 
if he had been a J udge he’d hear all the case, 
make up his mind as to the right, and then 
tell one of the lawyers to hunt up the law to 
fit that judgment, satisfied that it must exist. 
A wordy debate ensued between counsel as 
to the testimony in the Curlee trial (con­ 
sidered on appeal), and whether that case in­ 
volved the points in the Sprague case. Mr. 
Haymond put in the evidence in that case, 
and claimed that the identical point passed 
on by the Supreme Court in that case was 
vital in the Sprague case, and would, if 
passed upou, have secured for him an order 
for a new trial. He read a letter from Sher­ 
idan, one of the jurors, and the most intelli- 
fent of them. He is now a journalist in San 
’lancisco. The letter recites that without 
Jones’ testimony he (Mr. Sheridan) would 
not have found Sprague guilty, and that with 
his evidence destroyed there was rot evidence 
to hold Sprague. PETITIONS. 
He also presented a petition signed by 
2,000 citizens of Sacramento county, and one 
signed “ by about everybody in Ventura 
county,” asking Executive interference in 
behalf of Sprague, such as the Governor upon 
examination should deem proper, etc. 
Governor Perkins said he had been in­ 
formed that the Ventura petition was signed 
chiefly by squatters, and those in close sym­ 
pathy with them. As to the Sacramento pe­ 
tition, he respected that people, but thought 
he ought to give it little, if any weight, in 
contrast to that of Ventura, where the peo­ 
ple are presumed to know something about 
the case. Another debate here took place, 
this time as to the petitions and by whom 
they were sigued, and finally the Governor 
asked Mr. Haymond if he was trying a case 
nnder oath would he lie influenced by public 
expression, and Mr. Haymond replied: No, 
sir. Then said the Governor, is not my posi­ 
tion the same ? Mr. Haymond thought not, 
as the pardoning power is broader than the 
judicial, and the petitions of the people were 
proper to be considered by the Executive. 
He then began to read the Ventura petition, 
stating the standing, occupation and official 
position of each signer, during which Messrs. 
Brook, Williams, Haymond and Hart fre­ 
quently debated matters connected with the 
signers, their relation to the case and to parties, 
etc., which debate consumed considerable time. 
The petition was signed by business men, 
farmers, officers, Judges, some of the jurors 
in the case, and among others, by Mrs, Hick- 
ereon, the wife of the dying man who made 
oath that Sprague confessed his crime to him. 
On that fact Mr. Haymond dwelt at length, 
and said Mrs. Hi :kerson knew better than any 
one else whether Sprague ought to becm - 
victed on her husband's testimony. The 
question also of the form of the petition was 
discussed at length. 
It appeared that 
it did not ask for the pardon of 
the ¿ofendant, but for Executive inter­ 


ference. 
Mr. 
Williams concluded that 
the people would not have signed for a 
pardon, while Mr. Brooks said if the question 
of pardon or death of Sprague on the (fal­ 
lows had been presented to the jietitioners. 
800 out of 820 would have signed the petition 
in hU belief. Mr. Haymond asked if the 
integrity of the petition was attacked, or the 
method of its circulation, and Mr. Williams 
replied that the integrity of the signers was 
not attacked, that they were honorable peo­ 
ple, and he did not question the methods em­ 
ployed by Mr. Brooks in soliciting for the 
signatures. He believed he had acted openly 
and fairly in the matter, but he differed from 
Mr. Brooks as to the purpose of the signers. 
He did not believe the signers intended to 
ask for 
SPRAGUE’S PARDON. 
Most of them expected commutation, and 
many had told him they would not sign for a 
full pardon. Mr. Brocks said he was posi­ 
tive as to his understanding of the sentiment 
of the people of Ventura county as already 
expressed. Out of some 5.000 total popula'- 
tion in the county he had on the jietition 
over 800 voters. He had found but 31 men 
who declined to sign it. 
During the debate incident to the consider­ 
ation of the petitions and the letter of Judge 
Hines, the question of the opinion of Detec­ 
tive Hall, who worked up tne case against 
Sprague, was brought up, and while Mr. 
Haymond averred that he was willing to 
leave the whole question to Hall: “ Shall 
Sprague be hanged or set free,” Mr. Hart and 
Mr. Williams as strenuously held that Mr. 
Hall supported their view of the case. Mr. 
Hall was present during part of this debate. 
THE Cl’RLEE CASK. 
The debate then floated back to the Curlee 
case, and Mr. Haymond warmly insi ited that 
the testimony in that case was stronger than 
in the Spr.tgue casa and yet Curlee had been 
granted a new trial and the prosecution dis­ 
missed against him because, as the record 
show», there was not sufficient evidence ob­ 
tainable to convict him, and the prosecution 
stated in the record that it could not supply 
the place made vacant by the smashed-out 
testimony that was crushed by the decision 
of the Supreme 
Court, 
lie insisted 
also that the testimony in the Churchill case 
was twofold as strong as that in the Sprague 
case. He attacked the testimony of the wit­ 
ness Brown, read from the decision of the 
Supreme Court regarding it, and claimed 
that that showed it to be utterly worthless, 
and that now no man in all Ventura gave it 
the slightest credence. He attacked also the 
testimony of Jones, and gave the history of 
his recanting. He declared that if Sprague 
is executed he shall make it his business to 
hunt up Jones anil have him prosecuted to 
tho bitter end for the murder of More. He 
reviewed the testimony of Olivas ami 
Ramirez, charging that their testimony 
as 
to 
the 
presence 
of 
Churchill 
at the killing of More was absolutely false. 
The Grand Jury ignored the charge of per­ 
jury against Jones and thus decided that his 
testimony in the Churchill case was true 
wherein he recanted. All the other defend­ 
ants have been set at liberty, but the prosecu­ 
tion insist upon Sprague being hanged, when 
the same testimony which would not hold the 
alleged conspirators should, if Sprague is 
guilty, have convicted them. Sprague’s peo­ 
ple are poor and have no money. Conns. 1 
serve them without recompense, and have 
S 
aid out vastly more than they have received, 
iut the prosecution had hounded every one at 
all connected with the defense. Those who 
seek for blood had even attacked the fair fairs 
of Sprague’s daughter. Nobler evidences of 
devotion he had never seeD than that dis­ 
played by those two girls for their unfortunate 
father. By members of his family Sprague 
HAD PROVEN AN ALIBI, 
But the testimony of members of his famil-r 
had of course been under a cloud, as is a.- 
ways the case under such circumstances. He 
entered upon an analysis of the sentiments of 
the peopleonthe Sespe and in Santa Barbara 
county, declaring that if Sprague is set free 
there is no danger of riot in the one place, or 
if executed, of bloodshed in the other. He 
declare 1 the people of Ventura to be “ The 
People ” in this case, and that counsel for de­ 
fense really appeared for “ The People,” tho 
people who make Governors and Judges, and 
from whom all power is derived. He had 
never asked for Sprague to be pardoned, had 
not got up the petitions : they were the work 
of others. All he had asked, as he begged at 
the door of the Judiciary, was for a chance to 
show the d u b ’s innocence and bring the real 
criminals to light. Respite Sprague for two 
years and he believed they would come very 
near to showing up the true assassins. 
Williams—You have had three years. 
Haymond—Yes, and what have we not 
accomplished with wealth and power against 
us. Six of the seven defendants discharged 
and the sentiment of the people changed toone 
ot friendship for Sprague. The Constitution 
guarantees .Sprague a trial according to due 
process of law. It has not been according to 
due process. There is error in the record and 
sufficient to give Sprague a new trial. Mr. 
Haymond again referred to the petitions, and 
Governor Perkins told him he had affidavit 
declaring many signatures were had by un­ 
due influence. Mr. Brooks warmly denied 
the charge, and asked to have an inspection 
of the affidavits and letters and the Governor 
passed them to him. Mr. Hart asked if 
many did not sign the petitions on the ground 
that Sprague was justified in killing More, 
and Mr. Brooks replied, “ No.” Mr. Hart 
said he bad found many in Ventura holding 
to that theory. Mr. Williams said he didn’t 
believe ten of the petitioners favored a pai- 
don. Mr. Brooks replied that all who favored 
commuting the sentence had so written oppo­ 
site their names. 
REVIEWING THE CASE. 
Mr. Haymond, at the loaclusion of a 
lengthy debate over the petitions, took up the 
published decision cf the Supreme Court in 
the Curlee case and read it and analyzed the 
opinion of the Court, and pointed out what 
he claimed to be the similarity of the points 
reserved in that case and in the case of 
Sprague, and held that the Sup e ne Court 
would have made the same ruling in the 
latter case. He read also from an opinion of 
Judge Temple, who sentenced Spiague, claim­ 
ing that Judge had found error in Judge 
Fawcett’s record, and that Judge Temple’s 
holding was the first gleam of justice he had 
got in the case, and that it proved the bill of 
exceptions had been purposely killed off by 
the certificate of Judge Fawcett, who fa'sdy 
certified that the bill was made up of all the 
notes of the reporter, and of Bide bar re­ 
marks, and was not a correct bill. He called 
C. N. Post, who was sworn by the Governor 
and testified that he aided Mr. Haymond in 
making the bill of exceptions. They sent to 
Ventura for the transcript oi testimony, and 
had only from Friday noon till Sunday morn­ 
ing in which to do the whole work. They 
went through the 1,200 or 1,300 pages and 
struck out the testimony not needed to go up 
to elucidate the exceptions, and then sent 
the package hack to the Glerk of Ventura to 
be filed in time. Since then witness had 
gone over the papers again, and had them now 
before him. He found over 400 erasures 
which he and Mr. Haymond had made in 
making up the bill, and recognized most if 
not all of them. In that condition the biff 
had been sent back to the Clerk of Ventura. 
Mr. Williams—The Clerk denies it, and I 
believe will testify that it was not so received. 
Air. Haymond—Then he lies, and whoever 
stands behind him in it lies. I know what I 
say. I know I made the erasures. I know 
it is almost the uniform way of preparing 
bills. Mr. Hart knows it, too ; he had a like 
case.Mr. Hart—Yes, before Judge Key ser. He 
refused to settle a bill so prepared and I 
forced him to do it. 
Mr. Bishop said it was not the practice in 
San Francisco. 
Mr. Haymond replied that he had prac­ 
ticed long before Air. Bishop, and knew it to 
be the correct and bettei practice. By that 
practice all the testimony is before the J udge 
and he can see what is stricken out and what 
its irrelevancy was. 
JUDGE FAWCETT ATTACKED. 
Air. Haymond then entered into an ex­ 
planation of how it was his time ran out be­ 
fore the biff was settled, and how Judge Faw­ 
cett took advantage of it and barred his pro­ 
gress by it. He declared Judge Fawcett’s 
certificate false, and uufouiy false, and con­ 
demned that Judge in unmeasured terms, de­ 
claring that he was prejudiced, biased, falsi­ 
fied the record, ruled against defendant un­ 
justly, and in other ways injured his case be­ 
fore the jury, going at length and iu detail 
into a history of the making up of the biff of 
exception--, and pronouncing the acts of Judge 
Fawcett to be criminal and darker and deeper 
than the dastardly midnight assassination of 
Alore on the Sespe, and that, because of the 
crime of the perjured Judge, Sprague i» 
about to be banged, bring by his foul acts de­ 
prived of rights which would have worked 
his clearance. He took up the record and 
pointed out that Judge Fawcett had, by 
marks of erasures anil side note?, gone on 
settling the biff of exceptions until he came 
down to where it was recited t'na’. one day 
the Judge pulled out his watcb, ar.d turned 
to the jarj and said, “ It's ab>ut time fir an 
exception, Ir-sn the def:r.se, as^ we levin t 
hail oiifj fur Sftven mil ***•r- ’ i

MR. GLASCOCK ON THE CURRENCY. 
At the ratification meeting held in this 
city by the Democrats last Saturday even­ 
ing, Mr. Glascock, the Congressional nomi­ 
nee for the Second 1 >istrict, took occasion 
to air his views on the currency, and de­ 
clared himself in accord with the fiat- 
money folks. It did not occur to him or 
those who took the same position from the 
same stand that night, that they had just 
adopted the Cincinnati platform as that ou 
which they would make the canvass, and 
that the Cincinnati platform declares 
plainly for honest money and the honorable 
discharge of the public debt. So eager 
was Mr. Glascock to pander to the heresies 
of the Grcenbaekers, and to show that his 
comprehension of linancial questions was 
no better than theirs, that he trampled 
under foot the platform of his party, and 
thus unconsciously exhibited himself as a 
typical Democrat, of the class which is 
always ready to chaDge its principles at 
a moment's notice, for the sake of a few 
votes. 
As Mr. Glascock has accepted 
the Green backer propositions, however, 
it is perfectly evident that he is utterly 
unfitted to represent a California constit­ 
uency in C- ngress. He announces himself 
as in favor of nullifying resumption, to 
begin with, for th¡3 would be the first and 
most necessary result of the proposition to 
pay out all the money in the Treasury in 
the discharge of matured Government 
bonds. In order to pay off a small pro­ 
portion of the bonds falling due next year 
this sagacious financier would withdraw 
the fund which is required to protect the 
circulation, and would thus precipitate the 
depreciation of the whole currency, to the 
ruin of scores of thousands, and to the 
robbery of every man who owned a dollar, 
or a dollar's worth of property. This 
notable plan, Mr. Glascock thinks, is cal­ 
culated to commend him to a community 
which has stood out for honest, full-value 
money more pertinaciously than any other 
in the Union, and which knows the evils 
of a depreciated currency too well to invite 
them by supporting for Congress anyone 
who avows such monstrous heresies as this 
candidate has espoused. Again, Mr. Glas­ 
cock says he is opposed to forty-year bonds, 
and he would resist any effort to refund 
any more of the public debt in such securi­ 
ties. As the Government cannot hope to 
refun 1 its debt at oj per cent, in a 
short-term bond, since such a bond would 
offer no sufficient attraction to in­ 
vestors, we can ODly conclude that 
Mr. Glascock is opposed to any further 
refunding of the debt. And that is equiv­ 
alent to saying that he is opposed to effect­ 
ing any further savings in the interest 
account on behalf of the people. Again, 
Mr. Glascock told his audience that he 
was opposed to centralization ; yet almost 
in the same breath he asserted that he was 
in favor of the Government issuing the 
only currency, which is the moat sweeping 
measure of centralization ever proposed. 
He would place in the hands of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury the tremendous power 
of controlling the entire currency of the 
country. He would, to make things still 
worse, give Congress a supervisory author­ 
ity in the premises, and in this way he 
would render inflation and contraction 
chronic political issues, and render the pur­ 
chasing power of every dollar in the hands 
of the people dej>cndent upon the issues 
of elections. 
A more thorough-goiag 
scheme for ruining the currency, for fos­ 
tering wild-cat speculation, for paralyzing 
industry, and for plundering the poor, 
could not have been devised, take it alto­ 
gether. Mr. Glascock has made a very 
unfortunate beginning of his canvass. In 
fact his first speech ought to settle his 
status forever in the mind of every intelli- 
nt voter in the district. 


T iE DEMOCRATS AND CIYIL SERVICE 
REFORM. 
Thinking men have long since perceived 
that the only way to secure an economical 
and thoroughly honest and efficient ad­ 
ministration of public business is to lift 
the civil service out of the rut of partisan 
politics. So long as the enormous federal 
patronage, as it is now called, continues to 
be the prize of party warfare, so long will 
Congress be deprived of the services of the 
best class of men, and politics in general 
be controlled by those who devote them­ 
selves entirely to managing party machin­ 
ery, not in the public interest, but for the 
furtherance of selfish aims. The reform 
of the Civil Service is in fact an issue 
which ought to command the energetic 
support of all sensible men without dis­ 
tinction of party, for its present condition 
militates against the interests of all alike. 
Under the existing system it is im­ 
possible to obtain that independence 
and conscientiousness in Congressional can­ 
didates which must ever be the best guar­ 
antees for effective public service. The 
man who desires to enter politics is now 
obliged to submit to compromises and to 
make concessions which are incompatible 
with any high standard of ethics. In fact, 
the requirements of party candidates de­ 
mand an abnegation of sincerity which 
practically excludes from public life those 
who are best qualified to adorn it, and 
establishes a standard fatal to the devel­ 
opment of such a class of statesmen as a 
great nation has a right to expect. The 
difficulties in the way of reform are un­ 
questionably very great, but there is 
a distinction in elegibility between the 
two parties, and it is necessary to point 
out what it consists in. Abstractly speak­ 
ing there is nothing to choose between the 
normal tendencies of partisanship, no mat­ 
ter what it is called. Both parties employ 
the same kind of machinery, in the same 
way, and for the same ends. If the influ­ 
ences behind them were identical in char­ 
acter it would be useless to expect more 
from one than from the other. But it is 
at this point that they diverge. The Re­ 
publican party embraces all the elements 
which are striving after better things. It is 
controlled in the main by a highly individ­ 
ualized and positive clas3 of thinkers, who 
will not countenance the baser political 
methods, and who are at all times ready 
to renounce party ties rather than support 
corrupt policies. The result is that what­ 
ever reforms are possible under the circum­ 
stances are urged m the Republican party. 
The professional politicians kick and re­ 
sist, but in time they are compelled to 
assent to the adoption of purer methods on 
pain of defeat at the polls. The independ­ 
ent element forces them on, however reluc 
taut they hiay be, and finally changes are 
introduced which pave the way for still 
better things. Thus the best hopes of the 
country are inevitably centered upon this 
organization, and thus true reformers are 
attracted to it, and are led to strengthen 
its power for good at every possible oppor­ 
tunity. 
But no such restraining and purifying 
influence is connected with the national 
Democracy. In that party there has never 
been the least indication of a reform 
tendency. 
The baneful maxim, “ To 
“ the victors belong the spoils,” has always 
been its rule of conduct. 
It has never 
desired or sought anything more than the 
monopoly of offices. 
When it goes into 
a campaign its goal is the public crib, 
and whenever it gets the upper hand it 
proceeds to make a clean sweep of all 
the positions within reach. No sane man 
ever doubted that Hancock’s election 
would be the signal for a sweeping change 
in the cilices, or that this would be de­ 
fended and applauded by the masses of 
he party. 
All talk of Civil Sendee 
reform would be laughed to scorn. “ None 
“ but Democrats on guard ” would be the 
cry, and regardless of fitness, regardless of 
every consideration but the claims of 
party, they would be thrust upon the peo­ 
ple as pensioners. Now, despite all the 
difficulties of the undertaking, there have 
been accomplished some encouraging re­ 
forms in the civil service already. What 
they are was stated by the Hon. 
Carl Schurz a short time ago in this State. 
He showed that in fact a great deal more 
has been done than the public generally are 
aware of, and he also showed that 
efforts are being made to enlarge and 
reinforce these beginnings by better things, 
with the best results. We have then 
already inserted the entering wedge, and 
it is only a question of time and perse­ 
verance to complete the good work, prc* 
vided the party which comprises the only 
cctive reformatory influences extant, re­ 
mains in power. But if the Democrats 
carry’ the coming election all these efforts 
will have been made in vain, and the 
country will l»e thrown back into the con­ 
dition from which it has taken so many 
years to emerge No Democrat who has 
any regard for the truth will venture to 
assert that there is any possibility of Civil 
Service reform under the auspices of his 
party. 
Kven 
if such an assertion 
was made no one would believe it. 
It is unfortunately too well understood that 
the Democrats are a hungry party ; that 
they have been too long deprived of the 
wants of office to be scrupulous ; and that 
if successful at the polls they would drink 
the cup of their partisan prosperity to the 
very dregs. This consideration alone 
ought to convince all thinking men that it 
would be a fatal blunder to give such a 
party the opportunity to destroy all hope of 
reform in the administration of the public 
business. 
THE ABUSE OF PETITIONS. 


tofore expressed the opinion that the only 
proper and safe course to follow when such 
petitions are brought up, is to disregard 
them. Even when they are circulated in 
neighborhoods where it may be presumed 
that some general comprehension of the 
case exists, they are not trustworthy, for 
as a rule they are looked upon by those 
who sign them as irresponsible indorse­ 
ments of the prayer, and scarcely any one 
regards the signing of them as other than 
a cheap method of bestowing a slight favor, 
or an easy way of getting rid of a bore. To 
say that they represent public opinion is 
certainly not admissible, nor would it be 
true to assert that even if they did do so 
they were entitled to respectful consider­ 
ation. For in the first place it is the 
untrustworthiness of public opinion which 
has led to the institution of Courts, and 
therefore to revert to that element whose 
instability and caprice has had to be 
escaped from in the interest of the general 
good, is to admit that the Courts are even 
less trustworthy than the fickle breath 
of the irresponsible multitude ; and if such 
a state of things comes to pass in 
any country, that country must be far 
gone in anarchy. In the second place 
these petitions are in a great many in­ 
stances misunderstood by those who sign 
them, and not seldom they are misapplied 
by those who procure them; as, for ex­ 
ample, when petitions which only solicit 
a commutation of a death sentence are 
employed as levers to secure a free pardon. 
The petition in nearly all murder cases is 
in the nature of au abuse, and the facility 
with which it is signed only serves to show 
how necessary well-defined and rigid gov­ 
ernmental restraints continue to be for 
the masses of men, and how easily these 
masses slip backward towards anarchy 
when the least opportunity is afforded 
them of repudiating the wholesome re­ 
straints of the law, and of indulging in 
the wantonness of caprice. The crime of 
murder is far too grave a matter to be tam­ 
pered with in this way, and if the public 
do not realize their responsibilities suf­ 
ficiently to refrain from lending themselves 
to such covert assaults upon justice, it is 
the more incumbent upon those who are in 
authority to remember the weight of the 
obligations they bear to the common­ 
wealth. 
QUITE A DIFFERENT STORY. 
After all the splendor and glory of the 
Knights Templar’s Chicago celebration 
comes the still small voice of one of the 
Knights, declaring that the arrangements 
made for the California visitors were 
abominable ; that the hotel-kecpers fleeced 
them quite ruthlessly; and that in fact 
Chicago went in for all the plunder that 
could be made out of the affair. We are 
disposed to believe that this latest story 
may be true, because similar observations 
have been made on other occasions of a like 
nature. In fact, it is a weakness to 
which more people than those of Chicago 
appear to be liable, and even the scru­ 
pulously honest folks of Sacramento have 
not always escaped calumny. 
Before, 
therefore, we proceed to denounce the 
people of Chicago, it may be well to wait 
and see how San Francisco will comport 
herself when she gets the chance of 
“ pickings ” from thirty or forty thousand 
Knights. In other words, it may be in 
order to recall the parable of the beam 
•and the mote. 
HARDLY PRACTICABLE. 
The President of the International 
League of Peace and Liberty, whatever 
that may be, has proposed to a correspond­ 
ent the taking of a plebiscite in Alsace 
and Lorraine, upon the question whether 
the people of those provinces prefer to 
remain under the government of Prance 
or Germany. 
He gravely advises his 
friend, a member of the German Parlia­ 
ment, to propose this measure to Bismarck ; 
a step which the member will probably 
think twice before taking. Bismarck and 
Germany have had too much trouble ir. 
getting Alsace and Lorraine to allow them 
to choose for themselves whether they will 
remain German or not, and though the 
proposition has some plausibility from 
an abstract point of view, it has nothing 
in common with any known theory of 
statecraft. 
When the mtllenium comes 
such plebiscites may perhaps be taken. At 
present the world is not sufficiently 
etherialized for them.

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


The P resid ent's W estern T rip . 
W ashington, August 23d.—The following 
details are learned of the President’s Western 
trip : The President will start from Wash­ 
ington for the Far West Thursday. His 
party will consist of the President, Mrs. 
Hayes and two Bons, General Sherman and 
one of his daughters, and three others. The 
Hayes family will start over the Pennsylva­ 
nia road, spend Sunday at their home in Fre­ 
mont, O., devote the next week to the re­ 
union of the President’s old regiment at Can­ 
ton, O., and by September 1st will be joined 
by Sherman and the other members of the 
psrty, and strike out West by way of Chi­ 
cago and Omaha. They wiil proceed over 
the Union Pacific to Ogden, then over the 
Utah Northern to Salt Lake City, where a 
brief stay will be made. A great sensation 
is expected there, as never before has Salt 
Lake seen a Chief Magistrate of the country. 
From here they will proceed to San Fran­ 
cisco, stopping perhaps at Carson City and 
Virginia. From San Francisco they will go 
by steamer to Portland, Or., and thence to 
Puget Sound and Walla Walla, in Washing­ 
ton Territory, where they will be the guests 
of General Jas. W. Forsythe, Lieutenant 
Colonel of the First Cavalry, who is sta­ 
tioned there as commanding officer. Return­ 
ing to San Francisco, the party will proceed 
over the Southern Pacific to Tucson, aud will 
then penetrate Colorado by stage. The trip 
is expected to be finished by the 1st of Oc­ 
tober. Kerixcil Hint Regulations, 
CHICAGO, August 23d.—The Inter-Ocean's 
Washington special says: The Treasury 
Department will to-day issue a revision of the 
Mint regulations. The effect of the proposed 
changes will enable the Superintendents of 
the Mints, as soon as they have received no­ 
tice from an Assistant Treasurer that a cer­ 
tificate of deposit for standard dollars has 
been received, to at once ship the dollars. 
Under the present arrangement, the United 
States Treasury must first receive the certifi­ 
cate and then instruct the Superintendent of 
the Mint to forward the dollars. This 
causes great delay, amounting to over a week 
on an order from New Orleans, and in cases 
where the cart-wheel dollar is wanted in the 
Far West more time still. Orders come in 
now at the rate of about 300,000 (>er week, 
but the trouble is that they do not stay out, 
and the report at the end of each month 
shows the amount on hand to be nearly the 
same as the number coined. 
Chinese Riot In Chicago. 
C hicago, August 231.—The Chinese resi­ 
dents last night got into a riot, caused by the 
efforts of Ah Kung to stab and club some of 
his friends. Some dozens of them were run 
in, and the whole Celestial population turned 
out and surrounded the station, bearing to 
their brethren in confinement matches, papers 
of tobacco, pipes, cigars, cigarettes, plates of 
rice, candles, tom-toms, chop-sticks and little 
brass josses. No one was seriously hurt.

C hicago, August 24th.—A dispatch has 
been received from Fort Buford, under date 
of the 19;h. at the military headquarters, 
which reports the indications unfavorable. A 
few days ago the Uncapapas, Sitting Bull’s 
tribe, prevented a large body of hostiles from 
crossing the Missouri to surrender themselves 
at the Agency, and the number on the road 
is very small. “ Riin-in-the-Face” is still at 
the Agency, with forty warriors, silent and 
sullen. The warriors are reported moving 
south, while the women and children are 
going north, which is a bad sign. 
R altrond T hrough In d ian Lands—O uray's 
Sickness. 
C hicago, August 24th.—The Inter-Ocean 
says : The Northwestern and Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroad have now received 
permission from the Indians to lay a track 
through their reservation in the Black Hills, 
and in the race for that section the country 
will see some of the fastest track-laying ever 
witnessed. The Interior Department has 
been loth to allow railroads to run through 
the Indian country, for experience lias shown 
that railroads tend to make the Indians beg­ 
gars where they have been thrifty and good 
citizen*, and demoralize them in every way. 
The Interior Department fears the sudden 
illness of Ouray may result in foul play, aud 
is very apprehensive in case of his demise. 
shocking Tragedy at Chicago. 
Chicago, ¿.ugust 231.—The bod ¡eh of 
Simon Zimmermau and his wife were found 
at 6:30 this evening, at their residence, 210 
Clayborne avenue, with bullet holes iu their 
heads, which had evidently been made by the 
husband, as appeared by the statements of 
neighbors, early in the morning. The two 
children, aged three and one years, remained 
in the room all day with the bodies in the 
kitchen, and were first discovered to-night by 
the brother, who lives in the house, but who 
works nights and sleeps all day. He had been 
unable to arouse thewi when he returned from 
his work in Ills morning, aud so retired, be­ 
lieving them asleep. No cause for the act is 
known, their marital life having been ordi­ 
narily happy. Zimmerman was a workman 
in the Chicago Electrical Works. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 
Ike M urder of mi American Missionary 
and Servant. 
B u c h a re st, August 23d.—The following 
are additional details of the murder of 
Dr. Parsons, an American missionary. One 
of the assassins placed the muzzle of his rifle 
close to Dr. Parson’s servant, fired at and 
kiiled him instantly. 
Dr. Parsons then 
started up, but before he could say or do any­ 
thing a bullet pierced his heart. The two 
Circassians threw the bodies over a precipice, 
at the foot of which they were found after a 
few days. An American residing at Ismet tele­ 
graphed the facts to the British Embassador, 
who communicated them immediately to 
lleath, the American Consul-General. A 
pqad of soldiers went to the camp of the Cir­ 
cassians, and threatened to shoot the whole 
tribe unless the murderers were surrendered, 
wiereuponthe mnrlerers were delivered to 
the authorities. The affair caused great 
consternation at Constantinople, and people 
travel armed, and if possible, with an armed 
guard, when riding or driving in the suburbs. 
. 
The Afghan W ar. 
Calcutta , August 23d.—The troops in 
Kurum Valley will not be withdrawn for 
the present. The question of permanent oc­ 
cupation of that valley is still undecided, but 
the balance of opinion seems against its re­ 
tention. 
L ondon, August 24th.—A dispatch from 
Gulistan says : Cavalry scouts report that 
Ayoob Khan has moved out with the Heralis 
on the Khelat Ghilzai road to oppose General 
Roberts ; that a detachment of cavalry’ from 
the Candahar garrison on a foraging scout 
were attacked by Ayoob Khan’s cavalry, but 
the latter were repulsed. 
L ondon, August 24th.—A dispatch from 
Jellafiahad says : The events of the past six 
months show the uselessness of Kurum Fort 
for influencing the military or political situa­ 
tion at Cabul The 8,000 troops here might 
as well have been at Malta. 
News from Cabul is scanty, chiefly because 
the tribes have closed iu on our rear to fight 
over the stores left unconsumed in the forts 
and posts. The Hissarkas and Khujianis 
have had a severe fight at Fezwan, and many 
were kiiled on both sides. 
At last accounts the Ameer was stiil at 
Slierpur. Musk I. Alum was daily preach­ 
ing in his behalf. 
Ou the whole the situation in northern 
Afghanistan was very satisfactory. 
Ilouxr of ('om nm ns and Ike 8iln allon In 
Irelan d . 
L ondon, August 24th.—The Chief Secre­ 
tary’ for Ireland in the House ot Cotnmot s 
to-day stated that the Government does not 
think it necessary to ask for exceptional 
power* for the preservation of peace and pro­ 
tection of life and property in Ireland. They 
do not know, he said, whether they can 
rely during the coming autumn and winter 
upon the common law. They do not fear a 
rising, but the condition of the country’ is 
precarious, and should the necessity arise the 
Government would not hesitate to summon 
Parliament in order to obtain additional 
powers ; but they do not think that occasion 
likely to arise. 
Mitchell Henry moved an adjournment, 
for the purpose of raising a debat* on the 
use cf buckshot by the police at Dungannon, 
which he strictly denounced. 
Forster Baid the Government was responsi­ 
ble for that action. It had authorized the 
use of buckshot, as more humane than ball. 
The police only fired upon and charged the 
rioters when absolutely necessary. If they 
had not done so, Dungannon would have 
been sacked. 
Sir Patrick O’Brien (Liberal) and Finni- 
gan, O’Doncel and Parnell (Home Rulers) 
protested against the use of buckshot. 
Parnell hoped Foster would rescind the 
order, which, io the case of Dungannon, had 
k most unfortunate resul*. 
The Marquis of Harrington said if a vote 
of supplies is finished by Monday next the 
House can adjourn September 6th, but all 
de «ends upon the progress of business^ 
John Dillon, Home Ru'er, moved an ad­ 
journment, in *rder to give Forster an op­ 
portunity to explain his recent language. 
Dillon said : “ I do not mind being called a 
coward ard imposter, but I object to the 
accusation of deliberate wickedness, because 
I advise resistance to a law which the Gov­ 
ernment itself had called unjust, yet con­ 
tinued to administer. I will repeat that 
advice to every land meeting in Ireland.” 
Forster said he had no explanation to make, 
but he adhered t* every word he had uttered. 
Dillon had preached clisobedience_ to a law 
which the Government was determined to up­ 
hold. Forster added : “ The recent horrible 
outrages in Ireland show the barbarism to 


which speeches like Difioo’s excite the peo- 
pie.”Mr. Dillon's motion for an adjournment 
was negatived—127 to 21.

B. Lyon was appointed to settle up all the 
grain and provision trades in the name of Asa 
Dow. At Saturday's prices Dow owed 8102,­

The creditors generally accepted 45 cents on 
the dollar. 
The steamship Cambria sailed from Ham­ 
burg Sunday, for New York, with $800,000 
in specie. 
A supplement to the Mark Lane Express 
of London tabulates 348 reports from the ag­ 
ricultural districts. They show that wheat is 
below the average.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


JUSTICE AND MERC7. 


Yesterday the case of Dolly Graham, con 
virted of disturbing a religious assemblage, 
came up for judgment. 
The attorney for de­ 
fendant asked the especial leniency of the 
Court in this case, as a sentence or fine im ­ 
posed upon the defendant would not effect 
him so much as his aged and invalid father 
and his mother, who were dependent upon 
him for their support. 
This was urged with 
much stress, after which the Court asked the 
young m as, who is an employe in the shops 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company, if 
he had anything to say why judgm ent should 
not be pronounced against him. 
A fter a mo­ 
m ent’s silence, the aged father of the young 
man, who is partially paralyzed, arose and 
piomised on behalf of his boy, th at he would 
use his best endeavors to avoid auy future re­ 
currence of the acts complained of, and that 
he had the promise of his son th at he would 
abstain from the use of all intoxicating liq­ 
uors forever iu the future. 
The old man's 
final appeal brought City A ttorney W . A. 
Anderson to his feet, who said th at such an 
appeal, coming from the aged man, and 
whose life was drawing to its close, disarmed 
the prosecution, and caused him to unite iu 
the appeal for mercy. 
H e too asked the 
C ourt to be lenient in its judgment. 
The Court.then said : The willful disturb­ 
ance of the peace and quiet of a religious 
assembly is au act which cannot be con­ 
demned in term s too severe. 
I t not only 
affects the standing of the transgressor, who 
m ust suffer in the estimation of all honor­ 
able men w ith whom he comes in contact, 
but the reputation of the community itself is 
a t stake wheie offenses of this nature are 
countenanced. 
I t m atters not whether you 
agree or disagree with the doctrines of any 
religious sect or society, thpre are great fun­ 
dam ental principles of Christianity in which 
good men of every denomination concur, and 
which adm it of no dispute or diversity of 
opinion—principles sufficient in themselves 
to command your respect and reference. 
In 
the 
formation 
of 
your 
character 
uo 
error 
can 
be more fatal than the con­ 
clusion th at 
Dothing 
is sacred, nothing 
is 
venerable 
or 
worthy 
of 
deference 
and respect. 
Such conclusions, if nurtured 
and m aintained will certainly lead to dissi­ 
pation and vicious indulgences and a loss of 
ail sense of decency and self respect. 
The 
young man who scoffs, mocks or reviles 
(.’iiristian womhip, recklessly tramples on the 
lights of other- and willfully and persistently 
discards all the amenities and sanctities of 
life, is standing on dangerous ground. 
H e is 
placing his feet on a pathw ay of infamy that 
leads to di.-honor, to the prison, the peniten­ 
tiary and the scaffold. 
In this case, as I have 
reason to Ik I ¡eve th at the accused is penitent, 
th at no disposition is manifested to repeat 
the offense, and for the further reason th at it 
appears that the penalty inflicted will fall as 
a hardship npon his aged and invalid father, 
the judgm ent of the Court will he lenient. 
Following the statem ent of the defendant’s 
father and during the remarks of the Court 
under the situation, caused by the appeal on 
behalf of the parents, a deep feeling of sym­ 
pathy was manifest, iu which the eyes of the 
Judge plainly indicated that he al-io partici­ 
pated. 
H e however said : “ I t is the order 
of the Conrt th at the defendant be fined the 
sum of ?20.” 
Immediately upon saying so, 
the Judge put his hand in his pocket and 
threw upon the desk of the Clerk the amount 
of the fine and announced that the defendant 
was discharged. 
This magnanimous action 
upon the part of the Court was greeted with 
wild and long continued applause, which 
could not for a time lie stopped, notw ith­ 
standing the “ Order in Court 1" “ Order in 
C o u rt!’ em anat'ng from Bailiff Lee. who 
looked very much as though he would like to 
add his part to the applause.

1 ; for lady alone, 
50 cents. 
Thanks were voted M rs. E . B. Crocker for 
donation of gas fixture?. 
The Sujieriutendent and Secretary were 
instructed to have the art gallery erected and 
the hall put in order for the Fair.

P ort T ow nsend, A ugust 22J.—A bout 8 
o’clock last evening a desperate and fatal 
cuttiug affr »y took place here in front of the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel, the victim being a sailor 
named W illiam Lawrence, a native of St. 
John, N. B. 
Deceased yesterday shipped on 
board the schooner Frithiet, and was standing 
in front of the hotel while a quarrel was in 
progress between a Russian F íd, named 
George Matzon, and another sailor, in refer­ 
ence to money m atters. 
Matzon, w ithout 
any seeming provocation, attacked Lawrence 
outside the hotel with a pocket-knife, inflict­ 
ing several stabs oa his breast, back aud arm, 
the latter wounds preventing him from de­ 
fending himself. 
As soon as the bystanders 
saw the knife they endeavored to wrest it from 
the Russian, and succeeded in overcoming 
him w ith considerable difficulty. 
Physicians 
examined the wounded man, and ordered his 
removal to tha Marine H ospital; but before 
his arrival hither lie was found to be dead. 
An inquest was held on the remains this 
morning, and pending a post-mortem exam in­ 
ation it was adjourned until 2 p. M. 
The Coroner’s jury, on reassembling, heard 
the testimony of M arine Surgeon Mead, 
which was to the effect th at deceased had 
received 
eleven 
cuts, 
two 
of 
which 
would have been necessarily fatal, one pene­ 
trating the heart aud the other the lungs. 
The jury forthwith brought iu a 
verdict 
charging M atzon with the murder. Deceased 
was aged about 28 years.

T ucson, August 23J.—The Star has re­ 
ceived the following special: Advices state 
th at Reye*, with his baud, left Sonora Thurs­ 
day, and while marching towards T ubntam a 
he was attacked by Federal troops. 
I t is as­ 
serted th at eighteen of Reyes’ followers were 
killed and the rest routed. 
L is t Saturday 
the same party had a fight with Federal 
troops at A ltar, and were routed and pursued 
into Arizona. 
They had a fight at Aleass 
Flat, and four rebels were killed. 
They were 
pursued to W ilbur’s ranch, two miles from 
Arivaea, where they took refuge. 
The Gov­ 
ernment troops surrounded the house and de­ 
manded the rebels, but the employes on the 
ranch refused. 
They then r.turned to the 
border for instructions, saying they would 
return. 
In the meantime word had been 
seut to Arivaea, and the D eputy Sherifl, M r.
